The President’s Home Siate
Makes Platform for Other
States to Pattern After.

Columbus, Ollo, Julyr
ernocr, Warren G. ngdlngA

For Heutenant governor, F. W. Tread-
way, renominated.

For secretary of state, Granville W.
Mooney.

After a hard fought session the Ee-
publican stats convention today nomi-
nated tickes lead their
fight next November.

Whiile senator Bdvton, the permensnt
chalrman, wes making his address to-
dny, the announcement was quistly
made that James R. Garfield's name
would not be presented and that Carmi
Thompson, secrelary of =tate, had also
withdrawn his candidacy.

The “regular” platform was then
adopted, with scatfering cries of “No.”
Warrea G. Harding and Judge O. IR
Brown were then placed in nominstion
for governor.

L-supite the efforts of senator Bur-
ton’s Curahoga county delegation to
riampede the convention for Nicholas
Longworth, snd George B. Cox's efforts
in behalf of Judge O. B. Brown, a com-
bination ef “progressives” with the na-
ticna! adminlstriation men broke up the
fight on the third ballot. Then Cox,
yielding ¢o the Inevitable, cast ninety-
one Hamllton county voles for Harding
and that finished it.

The withdrawal of James B. Garfield
and Cafmil A. Thompson before the bal.
Ioting began made it pos=sible for a Gar-
ficld-administrasasst combination. The
understanding that the president was
nol s=atistied with the candidacy of
Jvdge Brown had much influesce.

During the balloting, whilé $6 Cuya-
koga county delegates stood and v&iled
for the nomination of congressman
“Niek™ Longworth, Mrs, Longworlh, ho
was sifting in the center of the g'a.ll;'_v.
frowned and shook her head at her hus-
band on the platferm,

Progresalves Defeated.

A “‘progressive” tariff plank was vot-
ed down early thi= morning by the res-
salutions committee. Congressman How-
land, In charge of the “progressive”
fight, stated that his further course as
a2 member of the commitiee would be
dutermined after conference with Mr.
Garfield. The platform, s§ finally
ovoived, was practically a replica of the
draft shown president Teft by senator
Dick and state chalrman Ellis.

TO WIN VOTES

Grand Isfand, Neb., July 27.—Nebras-

ka Democrats last night wrested the
leadership of their state organization

from W. .J. Bryan cn the issue of county
opiton. By decisive votes they regis-
tered their unbelief in his present policies
after listening 10 an bnpessionad appeal
from Mr. Bryan, who declared that the

liguor imterests were in an organized
attempt to politierjly burglarize the
state.

Amid o tumult of cheers permavent
chairman Smith of the state convention

read the result of a test vote of the
gathering which took from Bryan the
Dumocratic leadership of Nebraska,

which hie has maintained for 20 years,
Before lesving for his home, Bryan
declined to speak of the action of the

convention. A close friend of the for-
mer leader, however, stated that Mr.
Brvan’s partciular disappoiniment was

in the bolting from his standand of many
men who hed been his ardent support-
ers in ihe past. No intimation of what
might e his future actions politically
could be secured.

GETS LITTLE BIT
NERVOUS IN COURT

The first step In the legal proceedings
which are expected to send Frank Law-
son, the negro charged with wife mur-
der, to the gallows, was taken Wednes-
day when the prellminary trial of -the
negro was held in jusiice E. B. McClin-
tock's court in the basement the

court house,
Lawson was represented at the pre-

of

liminary hearing by Gunther Lessing,®

of the firm of Juckxon & Lessing, al-
though the junlor member of the firm
srated that he was appearing for the
negre At the preliminary trlzal only, and
that his firm had not taken the negro's
cagse, W. W. Bridgers, county attor-
ney, and George Estes, representing the
simre, acted for the prosecution.

A pumber of witnesses were called
for the preliminary trial, Including J.
A: Smith, an eve witness; Dr. H. T. SBaf-
ford and Dr. Hugh Crouse, physicians
who attended the negro's wife, and a
number of other avitnesses to the
shooting, Lawson waived the voluntary
statement and the taking of testimony
was begun immediately upon the open-
Ing of court at ten o'clock. Dr. Safford,
the first witness, testified to the nature
of the wound and {ts location. He was
followed by postmaster J. A. Smith,
who told of his experience in attempt-
Ing to separate the negro and his wife
&nd of the attempt of Lawson to shoot
him. He showed the shells which had
been thrown out of the revolvdr when
the negro attempted to reload the gun.
The revolver, & dyll finished .32 call-
ber of the cheaper variety, was also in-
troduced by the state.

Negro Rather Unconcerned.

Lawson was brought from the coun-
ty jull to the court house by a half
dozen deputy sheriffs. The reports that
an attempt at lynching might be made,
had caused the sheriff's department
to be vigllant, and one of the deputy
sheriffs slept in the county jail Tues-
day night as a precautionary measure.
No trouble was expected, but mno
chanees were being taken and the negro
was heavily guarded as he walked from
the jall to the justice court. He greeted
the deputy sheriffe with a smile when
he came downstairsg from the new part
of the jall, and jalloF Charies Miller said
he had whistled all the way from his
cell. He was handcuffed and walked
abead of the deputies, apparently as un-
concerned as If he was golng to a social
sessjion of the Watermelon club.

In the court room the negro watchad
sverything that was going on with keen
interest, nnd answered the justice
promptly in the negative when asked if
he wished to make a voluntary siate-
ment. A

Prisoner in Nervous.

The ailtitude of bravade which the
negro assumed after the killing is grad-
ually slipping away from him and he
wWas extremely nervouds while In the
court room. He patied his foot on the
eonerele fioor, bit hi= HNps pervousely
and once siart to whistle as if he was
nnder the siress of nervous exeitement.
He <quieted down as the hearing pro-
ceeded. He did not consult with the at-
torney who was representing hlmg at the
hearing, ;

Regarding the habits and character of
the peaple he says:
